As^ 
however^ his abuse of the tyrant was 
not dealt out with a stinted hand^ the 
book became very popular; ii:nd^ al- 
though none of the knight^s most zea- 
lous friends ever attempted to say that 
it was well written, yet its sale was

produce great. Some have even asserted 
that it fetched fifteen hundred pounds. 

As an author^ however^ Sir R — 

may have preten8ions> but they are 
founded on nothing but pocketting 
the affront of being read^ and: not ad- 
mired. 

As a politician:, on« would suf^pose* 
that the knight was an ultra royalist^ if 
one had judged by the immeasurabie 
abuse of the tyrant. But a strange 
wrong-headedness evinced in his having 
aided the escape of a criminal^ and ia 
all hi^ conduct and opinions since that 
period^ argue an intemperate repub^ 
licanism a outrdnce. Sir R was- 

vain and foolish enough to think that 

all England was in agony during bis 
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detention; that every admiring' eye was 
directed towards his examination^ treats 
ment^ and fate ; that be was the victini 
of Kberty, i. e. the liberty, which he had 
takea in meddling with a foreign go*^ 
vermnent^ and that he formed* a party.. 

What party ? A triumvirate of weak 
men, who performed an act of huma- 
inanity (nothing novel) at the risk of 
making their nation unpopular in 
France^ and who unhandsomely anA 
injudiciously di^raced the military ^rb 
by lending it to a countfeifeiti and by 
making it the means of a felon's escape 
— that felon too, the slave and tool of 

^e very man who Sir R 's pen 

had black varnished with^ infamy. On 
the trial of this weak, and rash trium- 
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virate, a Frenchman made the foUaw- 

ing pun at Sir R *8 expence. A 

by-stander 'asking his neighbour what 
he thought of the prisoner^ le cheva- 
lier said, " A H il de I' esprit ?* " Out'' 
answered the other, V esprit de^ contra- 
diction. 

It would be difficult to give a better 

account of Sir R *8 politics, or 

his talent in that line. His best fi^ienda 
should therefore advise him to bang^ 
up his pen with his sword, and care- 
fully to avoid tarnishing those laurels 
which, hxA for extreme imprudence,, 
might prove imperishable. 



CHEVALIfiR D£ LA CALPRE« 

Whoever frequents the gaming^ 
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houses of Paris, will see the wreck of 
an old libertine, the mouldering ruins 
of an old gamester, in the person of 
Monsieur de la Calpre, an emaciated 
figure, with unvenerable snow-white 
hair^ adorned with the cross of St. 
Louis, and sitting mostly, by himself in 
these haunts of ruin and vice. The n 
hoary head, the inclined body, the 
feeble limb, and broken colour on the 
cheek, inspire no interest here. Grown 
grey in debauchery, he wears the de- 
parting blush of shame, and his fabric 
seems like the broken temple of an ob- 
scene deity, worn out by orgies and by 
time. 

This miserable representative of an 
aged gentleman; crawls like a worm 
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from stew to stew, from gaming tabfe 
to gaming table. There, with the de^ 
grading reminiscence of bis former ex,- 
eesseSj he looks back to the number of 
worthless and rainou» women who^ 
have exhausted his substance, to the 
many hours, days, years^ more tbaa 
half a century, which he has consumed 
amongst titled robbers and deceitful 
mistresses, how his essence and being 
have run to decay by the wastiiig 
taper, how time has brought to disgrace 
^ his name and independence.. 

Ruined in his fortune^ without fa-^ 
mily or friend; he is now the tolerated 
guest of the repasts given ^r the pur- 
pose of plunder, and at which he for-* 
merly wa» parted- for the sake of hj» 
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pur&e. Here he is on sufferance^ and 
feels gratified hy the notice of some 
notorious black leg, or by a pat on tbe 
cheeky and the title of papa from some 
haduxied professor of female allure-^ 
ment. 

Turned laudator temporis acti, if 
perchance he can momentarily arrest 
the attention of an inexperienced fre- 
quenter of these infamoua haunts^ he 
will whistle through his teeth, in a 
feeble voice^ to tell him how les tern^ 
sant changies, how much gayer France 
used to be> how far more fair the 
women of his day were^ how many 
shared his admiration, — but what a 
good creature the proprietor of the 
hoqse is! Can any thing be <q de^ 
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grading as age under this appearance ? 
and yet had he spent his life amongst 
the gaining tribe in England^ he might 
now even have wanted the dinners and 
suppers which are his principal support ; 
the men would shun him like an in- 
fectious disease^ and the women would 

Leave their false tows with him 

Like empty purses picked ^— and his poor lelf 
Adediciitedbegs»r totBeair! - 

When it is remembered^ that at, and 
long after the revolution^ the Chevalier 
de la Calpre kept his equipage^ pro- 
tected an actress, shone amongst play- 
men and frail beauties of the first class; 
played deep^ was magnificent in fau 
presents to the beau sexe^ and had a 
certain establishment^ no stronger les« 
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son could be offered of the ruin which 
ensues from such a worthless course. 
But practical experience seems to be 
the only one which opens the eyes of 
^ youth, and that generally comes top' 
Jate, 

Apropos, I may here mention those 
"who, in Paris, a^re denominated '' Fol- 
lowers of women/^ Every country has 
its men with gopd fortunes, and one 
sees every where these agreeable con- 
querors, who find no true glory but 
in subduing hearts, and who extend 
their ravages only over the amiable 
half of the human race. But there is 
a kind of men, of whom people in this 
country can have no idea ; I mean 
those men without business, who, drawn 
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towards the softer sex by what they call 
irresistible propensity^ beset the public 
places^ the playhouses^ and the streets^ 
to form intrigues. These men are ge- 
nerally young people^ who^ knowing 
nobody at Paris, wish^ at all events^ 
to make acquaintances there. Too cre- 
dulous parents send them to the capital 
to acquire the title of doctor^ in law 
or in medicine; bat^ their children^ 
convinced that love is the first of the 
sciences^ and that they cannot acquire it 
hnt in the company of women^ wish 
to be profoundly skilled in it; and ac- 
cordingly traverse the streets to discover 
«ome compassionate female who will aid 
4hem in xompleting their education. 

A gentleman of this sort^ if be per- 
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eetves a person with an enticing face^ or 
a seducing look^ walks beside her, 
looks at her in an affected mariner^ and 
smiles at her. If she do not arm her- 
self with necessary severity, if her 
eyes stop one. moment on our young 
man ; ^' A thousand pardons/' madam^ 
he immediately says to her, with an air 
of half-acquaintance ; ^' is it not to 
Madame de Monfleury, that 1 have 
the honour of speaking?*' For it is 
always by some such expression that 
they accost a woman,— '^ No, sir/* 
will reply the astonished lady. — '' It is 
inconceivable, madam ; there never 
was a more perfect resemblance; you 
ought not to be offended at the mis*, 
take, Madame de Monfleury is the 
prettiest woman at Marjseilles^ &c/' 
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and if Ihe lady once answers a single 
word, she i« sure that he will not 
leave her until he has asked her name^ 
her address^ and even an assignation. 
An absolute silence is the only means 
of getting rid of the in(ipertinent, 

I knew a young man who might 
serve as a mo^el to all such persons, 
past and fature. He was endowed 
with a mind pliant and adroit^ and 
with an audacity which nothing could 
check. A common clerk at the treasury, 
he received -one thousand five hundred 
livres per Annum ; and this sum, which 
composed the whole of his revenue, af- 
forded him but few resources to play the 
part of an independent man. His toilette 
was generally modest; but he had 
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always a complete suit of the greatest 
elegance^ and which was displayed 
only on great occasions. He then 
we»t to the French, or to the comic 
opera, where bis intriguing mind had 
obtained him admission. If he saw 
one or two women alone, he would 
enter into their box aiid boldly begin 
a conversation. If h^|faw no success 
to be hoped for, he would carry his 
homage to another box, not even dis* 
gaining, upon occasion, the humble 
galleries^ 

One day he saw a lady alone, dressed 
with great elegance. It was the wife 
of the celebrated General S , per- 
haps, the handsortiest woman in Paris. 
Her husband had gone for a moment

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into a contiguous box. Our young 
man did not perceive that the box was 
hired : he entered^ saluted the lady^ 
and instantly joined in a regular con- 
versation. Madame S- ^ who ima- 
gined she saw a person of her hus- 
band^s acquaintance^ answered him 
with her customary politeness. En- 
couraged by her affable air, he hazarded 
some tender avowals, which pass as a 
part of that gallantry so usual in the 
the great world,* she therefore showed 
no anger. At this moment. General 

S returned : he conceived that a 

person well acquainted with his wife 
could alone speak to her with such 
familiarity ; and he overwhelmed the 
young man with politeness. The play 
being ended, the gentleman offered 
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Ikis hand to Madame S . Arrived 

under the great vestibule, he cast on 
the domestics, who waited for their 
masters^ an enquiring glance of the 
eye; he even made Louis be caRed 
for^ and appeared to fear that his 
carriage was not yet arrived, when a 
great lacquay comes, covered with a 
rich livery, to announce to the general 
that his was at the door. A little dis- 
couraged, he nevertheless did not lose 
his presence of mind, but retaining the 
same assurance, he conducted Madame 
S as far as her carriage, and re- 
turned again under the vestibule to 
wait for his own. The general im- 
mediately asked his wife who that in- 
teresting young man was. Astonished, 
she put the same question to lier 
D 2 
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husband^ and both were lost in thought 
to recollect where they had known 
him. He was afterwards complimented 
by oneof his friends on his new con- 
quest^ and learned for the first time^ 
the name and rank of Madame S . 

The gentleman related to all his 
acquaintances his brilliant behaviour^ 
adding in a whisper, that he had on 
the morning following a rendezvous. 
But, in general^ he did not raise his 
pretensions so high. If b^efore he 
went into the play-house, some clouds 
presaged rainy weather ; not think- 
ing of ladies in carriages^ he wisely 
provided himself with an umbrella^ 
which was to be in his hands an instru- 
ment of seduction^ Placed as sentinel 
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at the play-house door, when it was 
over, he politely presented the -useful 
umbrella to the first pretty woman 
whom he saw alone ; they refused, he 
insisted ; sometimes they accepted of 
his obliging offer ; they made him walk 
half a league ; they stopped aj last, 
and after having gratified him with a 
gracious ^' Sir, J thank you/* they 
shut the door in his facev ;/« 

He was one day the hero of a little 
adventure which ought to have cured 
him of his conquering phrenzy. At 
Coblentz he was, in all his splendour, 
placed near a charming woman; who 
conversed familiarly with a man seated 
beside her, and who appeared to be 
her husband. The decent air of the 
D 3 
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lady did not hinder him from casting 
tender looks at her : he even thought 
be perceived she looked at him slily< 
He wanted no more to inflame him. 
When the lady retired, he followed 
her at a distance, to avoid being per- 
ceived by the husband ; and he saw 
her go into a house of a very irand^ 
some appearance. Ten minutes after^ 
he knocked at the door : '' My friend/* 
said he to the porter^ ^^ can I speak 
to Madame de Monfleury ?" — '' Madame 
de Monfleury? I do not know that 
name^ sir." — '' How ! was it not 
Monsieur de Monfleury, and his wife, 
who came in ten minutes ago, the lady 
wearing a robe and a green cachemire 
shawl?" '' You are mistaken, sir, 
there is no Monsieur or Madame de 
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Monfleury here : it vras M. B- 



who came in with his wife."--^*^* I thank 
you, my friend ;" and he wrote in his 
agenda the name of the lady, the street^ 
and the number. Next day he sent a 
pathetic declaration, to which waa 
given an answer, with some reserve ; 
then a second epistle, more ardent, and 
an answer a little more tender; in a 
third letter a meeting was asked, and 
granted for the next day at eleven 
o'ck)ck. At the hour appointed, he 
had as may easily be imagined, for- 
gotten the treasury ; and with a pal-* 
pitating heart, and triumphant air, 

went to Madame B 's : he found 

there a chamber maid, who conducted 

him mysteriously into a drawing-room, 

richly decorated, and told him that

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that she was going to inform Madame. 
Already a slight noise was heard ; the 
door opened, and he saw enter the 
gentleman he had seen at Coblentz. 
^' Sir/' said the latter, gravely, on 
presenting him with an arm chair, 
" do you know to whom you have ad- 
dressed the three letters which I now 
return to you? It is to the mother 
of a family, worthy of your respect. 
You are young. I huve thought 
that a little humiliation might be use- 
ful to you ; it is with this design 
that I have myself met you. Go, now, 
and remember the lesson." There- 
upon he rang, and desired the domestics 
to show the gentleman out of doors. 
• 

During this period, I had time to 
make some observations on the climate 
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of Prance, and such other circum- 
stances as at first strike an observer. 
The climate of a country is generally 
estimated by the climate of its capital: 
Petersburgh, London, Vienna, and 
Lisbon, are thought to form the stand* 
ard of the climates of Russia, England, 
Germany, and Portugal, but France 
is an exception. In speaking of its 
climate and temperature, we generally 
bear in mind the sourihern depart- 
ments, which give much too favourable 
an impression of Paris, and the northern 
towns of France, as the cold was 
more intense there, by ten or fifteen 
degrees, than in London^ at the same 
period. I saw many people rendered 
seriously ill from the effect of the cold* 
brick floors on their feet. The women 
d6 
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always have a little chaffing dish of liot 
eRiben to set their feet upon^ and 
throwing their petticoats over it^ they 
thas become not merely warm, but 
hot« Independent of the injurious 
effiect of the gas thus produced^ the 
transition from this state of warmth to 
the temperature of a cold brick floor> 
is dangerous^ and not unfrequently 
fatal^ yet they do not think it necessary 
to adopt the use of carpets or wooden 
floors. The dining-room is seldom or 
ever used for any other purpose than 
lo eat in^ and is considered merely as a 
lumber room ; the stone floor becomes^ 
therefore, necessarily d^mp; and, in 
the middle of winter/ produces the 
same effect as sitting with your feet 
on ice. It is, moreover, considered 
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effeminate and disgraceftil for men to 
adopt the ladies mode of keeping 
Aeir feet warm. 

After considering^ these circum- 
stances^ I did not wonder that the 
French language contains no equiva- 
lant to our word comfort; for really 
the idea never seems to enter their 
heads^. They shrugs and shake, and 
shiver^ and pass the whole winter in 
wishing it over ; thinking only of the 
summer which is to follow it ; they 
submit patiently and heroically to all 
the miseries of cold weather^ and sub^ 
flist on' the anticipation of better days^ 
without ever attempting to make the 
winter more agreeable. They go to 
the play in the evening, very often, as 
p6 ' 
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I have heard them acknowledge^ to 
avoid the expense of fuel at home^ and 
when they riae in the morning, seem 
to congratulate themselves that ano- 
ther day is over^ and that they are so 
much nearer the end of their purges 
tbry. At no time does their strange 
incongruity in the mode of furnishing 
their houses, appear so wretched, as in 
a cold damp day in* the middle of 
winter. The contrast between the 
elegance cf some parts of the establish- 
ment, and the comfortless nakedness 
of others^ is very offensive. 

It is really the custom, however, to 

^bave stoves in the dining rooms of good 

bouses ; but fuel is so very heavy an 

article of expense^ that they defer the 
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Gommencement of fires till winter is 
inore than half over. These stoves 
are often very elegant pieces of furni- 
ture, being 'generally coated with a 
kind of white porcelaine. The coffee- 
bouses have them with copper pipes, 
highly polished ; and in some places of 
fitshionable resort^ they are superbly 
i>rnamented; but in private houses 
the use of these stoves is absolutely 
injurious^ because they are lighted 
only a short time before the hour of 
dinner, and consequently you vfWl sit 
down in a warm air with a floor which 
feels still colder by the contrast. Ser- 
vants, and others, v^ho cannot obtain 
even such accommodations as- these, 
adopt the wooden clogs^ like small bcNtts^

which are certainly the best substitute 
they could use for a wooden floor^ how- 
ever uncouth and inconvenient to the 
wearer. 

The great advantages of the climate 
of France consist in its regularity ; 
they can make arrangements for a fu- 
ture day without r^sk of being disap*- 
pointed; and this^ I suppose^ is the 
reason they are so partial to fetes cham*' 
pitres, and every species of amusement 
in the open air. In England we^ can 
rarely calculate even on the ensuing 
day> and therefore we do not promise 
to '^ issue cards'' for a festival in a 
forest; but, in France^ parties ate 
mside seyerai v\eeks in advance^ to take 
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provisions^ and dine under the trees in 
the gardens of St. Cloud, or the Bois 
de Boulogne. 

Other observations, anecdotes, and 
adventures, I shall proceed to detail, 
in the hope of gratifying such readers 
as have never been in Paris, and have 
read only the tours already published, 
few of which enter into those agreeable 
minutiae that at once instruct and en«- 
tertain.* On a subsequent evening, 
we visited the tap-houses, of which a 
description may not be uninteresting. 

The dearness of wine, and its crimi- 
nal adulteration, have compelled the 

* We of course except the delightfu l work of 
Ladj Morgau) lately published. 
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lower classes at Paris to use brandy. 
This has been eflFected by the burthen- 
some duty, which requires fourpence 
admittance for a bottle of wine, which 
intrinsically is worth but three. The 
wives of the street porters, who, at 
Paris, carry enormous loads, and work 
like the men, drink this dangerous lir- 
quer. It sets their brains on fire, and 
burns their entrails. This is the water 
of Lethe for these beings, who lose 
th^ir: cares with their reason. 

From this recent and fatal appetite, 
a considerable number of tap-houses 
have beea established in all quar- 
ters, especially in those inhabited by the 
dregs of the people. There you find 
lazy workmen^ who pass the day in. 
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drinking this murderous fluid. The 
smoke of tobaccoi serves them for food ; 
that is to say^ it plunges them into a 
sort of stupor^ which takes away their 
appetite as well as their energy. Sons 
of honest artizans lose themselves irre- 
coverably in these asylums of idleness^ 
whither they are drawn by coarse, low 
jests^ which are there repeated from 
morning till night; for this infected 
place has both its orator and its man of 
humour. 

The most remarkable of these tap- 
houses is the Faubourg Saint Marceau ; 
there the disgusting creatures of the 
environs of the Pont Neuf and the 
Louvre^ fly for refuge during the day» 
to spend a few pence extorted from the 
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luxury of shoe-bladkers^ Iftbourert^ and 
pick-pockets. It is not uncommon to 
&ee them round a jug of bad brandy, 
pell mell with soldiers, porters, and 
nightmen^ and performing an obscene 
and discordant concert, which strikets, 
without intermission, the besmoked 
vaults of this odious hoveL 

« ■ • • 
ThfeTieated minds of the visitors are 
not always in harmony there. Quarrels 
arise, and peace can scarcely be re-esta- 
blished until after a combat. Then the 
vigorous publican drag^ from the table 
tlie obstinate champions, and pushes 
them into a contiguous court, where 
they decide their quarrel by a shower 
of blows ; after which the conqueror 
and the conquered resume their places. 
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and forget in the glass both injuries 
and -blows. It is not without reason 
that the landlord introduces the cham- 
pions into this clandestine arena. If 
he puts them into the street^ he runs the 
risk of losing his reckoning, because 
they might either disappear voluntarily, 
or be arrested by the guards and taken 
before the commissary. 

During this time the children of 
these poor wretches are crying with 
hunger and cold at home. The bru- 
tified father, deaf to their voice^ carries 
away the furniture, piece by piece, and 
sells it, for another night of drunken- 
ness. 
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CHAPTER II. 



The palais royal has ^o often hten 
the scene of my dissipated amuse- 
ment, and is every day so fatal to 
the fortunes and the felicity of Eng- 
lishmen^ that it demands particU'- 
lar notice. It is a Rquare enclosure^ 
formed of the buildings of the Orleans 
palace. Piazzafl niake a covered walk 
along three of its sides, and the centre 
is an open gravelled space, with a few 
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straight lines of slim trees running 
along its length. There is a neat, 
compact elegance visible in the archi- 
tecture of what was the palace ; but 
the building is now insignifkaut com- 
pared with its purpose^ and you could 
no more attend to its proportrens than 
you could fix your attention on the 
prospects adorning the banks of a river, 
if you were hurried down one of its 
cataracts. In the stone galleries, are 
booksellers, dealers in pictures, clocks, 
mathematical instruments, porcelain, 
dealers in millinery, handkerchiefs, and 
perfumery, mercers, hatters, engravers ; 
in short, shopkeepers of every descrip- 
tion. In the first court, and under the ves- 
tibule, are pastry-cooks, booksellers, 
jewellers, dealers in music, and venders 
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of stamps. In the sccand court, to the 
right, a reading room, kept by Rosa, 
and restaurateurs ; the left side is oc- 
cupied by the hall of the Theatre 
Pran^ais. In this court, a florist has 
contrived to establish a magnificent 
glazed green-house, where, in the 
coldest weather, the scarcest flowers 
and shrubs are blooming. The ex- 
change is likewise held in one of the 
buildings of this court: ther^, every 
afternoon between four and five o'clock, 
the bankers, brokers, and merchants, 
are occupied in bidding. Those v^ho 
have gained a considerable sum in the 
funds, go up and dine at the Freres 
Proven jaux, and those who have been 
unsuccessful, return to their wives to 
eat the family dinner* 
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There does not exist on the surface - 
of the globe so convenient a place. The 
palais>royal alone is worth the whole 
of Paris. A Roman ostentatiously 
said, ^^ Rome is no longer in Rome ; 
it is wherever I am." — A Parisian may 
say, *^ Paris is no longer in Paris ; it 
is entirely at the palais-royal.** This 
enebanting abgde is a small luxurious 
town enclosed in a larger one — an im- 
perium in imperio :r-it is the temple of 
vbluptoousness, whence the brilliant 
vices have banish^ even the phantom 
of bashfulness. There is not a place 
of entertainmeBt in the world more 
courteously depraved. The coflFee- 
houses overflow with men whose sole 
occupation is to circulate and bear 
newi> which are no longer recognisable 
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iii consequence of the colouring which 
each one gives them according to his 
feelings qr condition. 

Although every thing is augmented 
triple and quadruple in price at this 
place, there seems to reign in it an 
attraction which draws money from 
every pocket, especially from strangers, 
because^ this privileged place is a focus 
where yoS may find, in a moment, 
every thing that your situation may 
require. It thus drains the other quar- 
ters of the city, which appear like dull 
and uninhabited provinces. 

It is grievous to see a band of young 
debauchees, with pale eomplexions, 
4K)nceited Ipoks^ impertinent carriage^ 
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and annouaiced by the rattliag of watch 
trinkets, circulate tbrough this laby* 
rinth of ribbands, gauzes^ flowers^ 
dresses^ &c. In that profound idleness 
which nourishes every vice, they saun- 
ter through the two supported galieries 
which are still of wood. There too^ 
every evening, the women come two and 
two to encounter the looks of the men^ 
loaded with aH their fashions, which 
they fancy for some days, and then 
reverse in. a few Hours. The most or* 
dinary are almost always those who 
adorn themselves the most richly, and 
this ought indeed to be the case. A 
mother of a family dares not, in the . 
evening, traverse the noisy promenade 
with her young daughters; the vir- 
tuous wife^ or the reputable wpman,

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dares not appear by the side of these 
impudent courteaans : their dress^ their 
manner, their airs, and often even 
their language, compel modesty to 
ba^e away, with a sigh at the general 
corruption of both the sexes. 

The climate of France, and the 
character of the French, conspire to * 
make them seek their pleasures out of 
doors^ ilome . is the only place which 
they neglect: it is a place only for 
their necessities. They must sleep 
there ; and the tradesmen must trans- 
act their business there : a bed, a table, 
and^a few chairs are therefore wanted, 
and a small room 5r two, uncarpeted 
and bare, must be hired. This is the 
case with the middle and inferior 
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classes. But every thing that is de- 
lightful and comfortable, they seek out * 
of doors ; and all that they pride 
themselves on being able to procure, 
is decoration and amusement. 

By these habits and dispositions, has 
the palais-royal grown to its present 
state^ and it now presents the most 
characteristic features of Paris: — it is 
dissolute, gay, wretched, elegant, paltry, 
busy, and idle; — it suggests recollec- 
tions of atrocity, and supplies sights of 
fascination; — it displays virtue and 
vice living on easy terms, and in im- 
mediate neighbourhood with each other. 
Excitements, indulgencies, and priva- 
tions — art and vulgarity — science and 
ignorance — artful conspiracies and c«ire- 
E 2 
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less debaucheries — all mingle here, 
forming an atmosphere of various ex- 
halations^ a whirl of Che most lively 
images^ a stimulating melange of what 
is most, heatings intoxicating^ and 
subduing. 

It puts on its air of bustling dissi-^ 
pation^ and lounging sensuality^ at an 
early hour of the morning. The chairs 
that are placed out under the trees, 
are to be hired^ with a newspaper, for a 
couple of sous a piece : — they are soon 
occupied, — the crowd of sitters and 
standers gradually increase — the buz 
.of conversation swells to a noise — the 
cafes, fill — the piazzas become crowded 
— the place assumes the look of intense 
and earnest avocatiunT-yet the whirl 
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and the rash are #f those mho fioa 
and drift in the vortex of pleasure^ 
dissipation^ and vice. 

The worst and best cooks are at the 
palais-royal. About four in th^ even- 
ing you may see before the Cafe de la 
Rotondc^ tliree thousand persons col- 
lected, waiting the signal. Bat alas ! 
the whole do not take the same direc- 
tion. Veri, les Freres Proven ^aux, 
Beauvilliers, le Cafe de Chartres, arc 
filled in less than - an instant, by 
bankers^ generals, English, &c. arid 
all those who can eat a Napoleon 
for their dinner. Other places, less 
celebrated, are filled with commercial 
brokers and humble clerks; while 
authors and good citizens modestly go 

B S 
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to Piat or to Cweau^ where for the 
small sum of thirty sols^ they dine very 
well, except that they pay for wine 
besides, unless they drink a bottle of 
Champagne. By Champagne I mean 
a bottle of frothy beer. Other little 
paltry eating-houses surround the pa* 
lais-royal : they are the resort of 
hackney coachmen^ the protectors of 
girls of the town, and even girls them* 
selves of the lowest condition. 

From five, then, till half past seven, 
crowds of both sexes pour into all the 
numerous receptacles of this descrip- 
tion ; the invitations to vvhich bang 
^rth so thick as to astonish the British 
atranger: The price charged within 
for dinner, is specified on many p£ 
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the signs. The superior restorateurs^ 
however, specify nothing; and Ihera 
both the supply and serving-up are of 
the most elegant description. Casta 
from the antique stand in the niches; 
lamps, with beautiful shades, throw a 
noble Ught on the tables ; the waiters 
are active, and madame, the mistress^ 
sits in her splendid recess, as a super- 
intending divinity, decorated stately, 
yet gracious; her looks full of the 
consciousness of her sex and station^ 
her manner welcoming, polished^ and 
adroit. 

In the artifices pf cookery, an^d in all 

the seductions of the table, the French 

are adepts : — nothing can » be more 

unfoAiftded than the common idea im 

£4 
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£ngland^ that they are tomparatively 
teltiperate in this respect. Their va- 
riety of dishes tempts the appetite ; and ' 
their rich sauces apply themselves 
irresistibly to the palate. A delicate 
looking^ tvoman^ will think it no viola- 
tion to say^ '' O mon Dieu ! j'ai 
mangd pour quatre/' and really^ both 
females and men apply themselves with 
a determination^ dexterity^ and careless- 
ness of observation^ to the contents of 
their numerous dishes ; whicb^ in a 
country^ where the secret is less under- 
stood^ how to redeem by manner the 
essential grossness of things^ would 
constitute downright gormandizing. 

The appearance of ladies sitting 
mmoDg crowds of men in these publie 
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rooms^ startles the English visitor^ as a 
custom that trenches on the seclusion 
' vrhich he thinks necessary to th^ pre« 
servation of the most valuable female 
qualities. It is^ however^ in this re* 
spect^ as in many others, in Pftris^ 
there exists no sensibility for any thing 
beyond the action itself; thwe is an 
utter ignorance that the highest sense 
of value prompts restrai|it and precau- 
tion ; there is a thorough indifference 
for what cannot be sensually enjoyed. 
Ciin a woman lose her virtue while dining 
in this promiscuous assemblage ? Can 
we better shew our regard for women, 
than by making them our inseparable 
companions f Where would they find 
a compensation for the pleasures of 
which you would deprive them ? These 
s 5 
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would be the qneslions which a 
Frenchman would put, if he heard you 
denounce the practice in question. 

. Above the i^elkrs and the shops of 
the palais-royal^ there are the elegant 
cst£es^ tlm common and licenced gam- 
bling how^js and. bagnios^ and^ still 
h'^her> the abodes of the guilty niale 
and female^ of every description. ' The 
fir^t-m^tioned (the cafes) are in fact 
brilliant temples of luxury :— on enter- 
ii^ tbem for the first time, one iu 
almost struck back by their glare of 
decoration and enjoyment. Ladies and 
ge&tlemen in their colours, and statues 
iti: .their whiteness^ . and busy waiters^ 
and painted waUs^ aid sparkling deli- 
cacies of every kind^ are mingled^ and 
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repeatedj and extended in appearaice 
to infinity^ by numerous mirrors^ which 
add vastness to elegance^ and the 
semblance of a crowd to the reality of 
accommodation. 

The Cafe Montausier^ after having 
been used for exhibitions of. every 
kind^ is at present the resort of the 
military who may be at Paris, We 
find there^ in the evenings .many cour- 
tesan^ who go thither to intoxicate 
themselves with punchy and this makes 
the place very noisy.— The Cafe des 
Avengles is the rendezvoi^s of the girls 
of th^ most depraved manners, Ac- 
c<>rdingly^ those courtesans who think, 
themselves above the vulgar level; speak ' 
with.d|sdaia of thpse, .girls who go to 
E 6 . 
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the Cafe de» Avcugles, where, heaven 
have mercy on our ears, they bawl 
like deaf people ! If unfortunately a 
respectably man thinks of entering 
there^ he knows not how the deuce 

to get out again so dreadful is 

this filthy place. Fortunately the po* 
lice watch it with the greatest activity. 

I content myself with saying, that 
many girb who do not live far from 
the palais-royal, make use of the 
parlour of M. Seraphin^ who exhibits 
the Chinese shadows^ for other pur* 
poses than to. see the shews. The 
grisettes go thither sometimes^ to make 
honest acquaintances^ and the nursery 
maids to keep up those which they 
. have made. The smallness fit the 
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parlour^ the innocence of the spectacle^ 
tbeobsurity required for certain kindd 
of phenomena which are represented 
there^ such as the Ombres ChinoiseSj 
and the Feaix Pyriques^ all concur in 
rendering this little place very con- 
venient. What is more innocent ! the 
children laugh out loud^ and maids 
amuse themselves quite low. By these 
means^ every one goes away contented. 
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CHAPTER III. 



It is in a place where such multiplied 
seductions attract idlers and strangers^ 
that these dangerous beauties, so nu- 
merous in Paris, must exercise the 
most powerful empire. Hence they 
consider it a sort of honour to succeed 
in stocking the seraglios of the palais^ 
with inhabitants. A fine figure is ne- 
cessary to obtain that distinction ; and^ 
as soon as they have obtained it, they 
live under the laws of a severe gover- 
ness, who lodges, feeds, dotbes, and 
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appropriates their earnings. Their 
life is uniform. At liberty during the 
day, they usually pass it with their 
lovers, for there is not one of them" 
who has a sentimental inclination. 
Abundant food serves to repair their , 
strength, and to maintain theia in that , 
employment which is necessary for the 
greatest prosperity of the house. A 
magazine of dresses offers to each an' 
elegant attire. 

As soon as the hour appointed for 
the free exercise of their daily func- 
tions has struck, they are seen brilliant 
and gay, scattered over the galleries. 
Several add to a fine figure a counte- 
nance sufficiently seducing ; but the 
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charm is destroyed as soon as they are 
beard to speak ; for, although they are 
sometimes compared to Syrens, yet^ 
very different from these enchantresses^ 
whose soft accents possessed an irre- 
sistible charm, these have a hoarse and 
broken voice. Instead of interest^ 
which cannot guide them, since the 
beneBt is not reaped by them, emula* 
tion induces them to multiply their 
conquests ; it is their glory to make 
the establishment prosper ; little atten- 
tions and greater liberties, are the re- 
compense of those who concur more 
efficaciously in that object. Jealous to 
excel each olher^ they attack the tran- 
quil walker, and entice him by their 
licentious discourse; often rejected^ 
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they arc sometimes more fortunate ; 
and, each victory appears to redouble 
their coiirag^e. 

Obliged to devote themselves to the 
pleasures of the public until eleven 
o'clock at nighty they then regain their 
liberty^ and all go to the Bal des Etran* 
gers ; an appropriate expression^ less 
decent^ but much more significant, reii-r 
ders the object of that assembly pretty 
well known: the bad jesters call it 
BaJ du Sentiment. Thither resort all 
the hairdressers^ tailors^ and shoe- 
makers. There are few strangers who 
have not seen this odd assembly, where 
a noisy joy reigns^ and where the cort- 
noisseurs discover the best waltzers of 
Paris. Sundry games increase the ae* 
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ductiotos of this dangerous place. Hap- 
py is he who leaves it without having 
tried fortune in anyway ! it will probably 
spare him very painful remembrances*. 

It would require a painter to desig* 
signate the symbolical gradation by 
which might be represented all the 
women, who make a traffic of their 
charms at Paris. I can ajttempt only 
a sketch of them. At the summit may 
be placed those ambitious and haughty 
women^ who aim only at placemen and 
financiers. They are res^ved^ and 
politically calculate on what the fiiilingft 
of the great men may afford them. 
Immediately after these are the opera 
girls, the dancers, the actresses, half 
agkprous, half interested^ who begin by 
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placing^ sentiment where it had never 
yet been seen. Then come the half 
decent citesses^ who receive the friend 
ef the liouse, and that very often by 
the consent of the husband; a dan- 
gerous and perfidious class, who trick 
out adultery in deceitful colours^ and^ 
usurp an esteem of which they are un- 
worthy. In the midst of this amphi- 
theatre, would figure the innumerable 
race of governesses, or serving mis* 
tresses, a minted multitude. The base, 
on growing wider, would present the 
grisettes, j^ess-makers, little mantua- 
makers, seamstresses, and girls, who 
have their room, which a shade sepa- 
rates from courtesans. They have less 
art, love pleasure, give themselves up^ 
to it, and do not waste the precious 
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hours devoted to the duties of th^ir 
condition , If they are fed and amused^ 
they are contented and peaceable. If 
they allow themselves a lover besides 
their protector, that is the amount of 
their deceit. Still looking downward^ 
we discover the disordered phalanxes 
of common girls^ who impudently adorn 
the windows and the doors^ who ex- 
pose their lascivious charms in the pub- 
lic walks^ and who are hired like 
hackney coaches, at so much an honr« 
They may be classed with the dancers^ 
singers^ and actresses of |he boule- 
vards. The lowest prospect would 
show the hideous creatures of Port 
au Ble, df the Rue Purgee, qnd of 
the Rue Planche Mibray. Here vice 
has lost all its attraction^ and the horror 
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wKicb we feel, convinces. us that de- 
bauchery knows how to punish itself. 

The women under protection, know, 
in ' general, how to obtain, by their 
conduct, a sort of respectability. Such 
are they, who, with a heart made for 
virtue, cannot, however, defend them- 
selves against a weakness ; then the . 
man of delicate feehngs, whose fortune 
or rank prevents him from repairing 
their ruin by a legitimate connexion, 
endeavours to make them forget it by 
generous attentions. Overcome by 
that ascendency ,^ which every|man, who 
is loved, must exercise over a woman, 
she discovers no crime in sharing the ' 
lot of him to whom she devotes her 
existence. Thus is formed an union^ 
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which rooroUty no doubt reprobsites, 
but which ouglit not to be confounded 
with the connexions of a day. 

Parisi is generally the refuge of all 
those poor victims of credulity, the 
Innocence of whose hearts has second- 
ed the artifices of men. Indulgence 
might yet call them back to principles 
of honour : but an unjust and crimi- 
nal severity removes them from it for 
ever ; and they leave a country where 
Ihey find nothing biit shame. Paris 
is still the great theatre where those 
come to make a figure, who, after 
having commenced with some cele- 
brity in the provinces, wish to try a 
higher fortune in the capital. Thus 
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one Beies daily arrive from some re- 
mote parts of the country a nevir im- 
portation. She is addressed to one of 
those respectable women^ whom the 
old financiers of Paris honour with 
their intimate confidence. If she finds 
the young traveller of a tall size and 
agreeable figure^ conceiving the great- 
est hopes^ she casts her eyes on a 
banker who has deigned to make known 
his intentions; but^ aboveall^ she thinks 
it necessary to operate a metamorphosis. 
The hat with feathers is replaced by 
a simple morning cap ; to the gown, 
elegantly trimmed, succeeds a light robe 
of Percale: she is taught some childish 
airs ; the eyes learn to be cast down 
with a modest grace, and they an-" 
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nounce to monsieur the banker/ a 
young and innocent giri^ who

Has left her wheel, and robes of country brown. 

The banker interrupting all his cal- 
culations, arrives quite o^t of breath, 
and enchanted with so much candour^ 
and so many graces, ^i« eager to have 
a rich apartment furnished for his 
new divinity. The innocent creature 
soon yields ; and^ the banker^ proud of 
a combat from which be has come off 
victorious, relates to his friends the 
piece of good fortune which is so rare 
at Paris. 

Though a man may have rich car* 
riages and give splendid dinners ; 
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tbere is still in Paris something "mint- 
ing to his reputation. Has be mn 
iamiable wife^ does he even love her^ 
bdn ion commands him to keep a 
mistress. He will find a thousand 
women of whom it is glorit>u8 to mak« 
the conquest ; but if he desires that 
nothing shall he wanting to his glory^ 
he must gain the good graces of aa 
actress. These predestined mortals, 
these queens/ these princesses, appear 
to be the exclusive portion of the great 
men of the earth. Can they, indeed, 
after having reftised an Ortstes, a 
Pyrrhus^ after having seen an AchiUes 
and an Orosmanes, sigh at their feet- 
can they decently grow tender in fiivor 
^f a modest citizen ? Tlie dancers of 
the opera-house iiave always enjoyed 
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a wdH-iperUfil imputation. TN \6inp^ 
tiiout grace of tbesie light nympb^^ th^ 
flaatioity qf tbeir mpvffpeots^ wbich 
^Ci^^ io ai\iinating the bjkint ^^nse^

Eyery kefsl wcmian haft necesiwirUy « 
k»rer; he, whom i^e calk b^r ffien^ 
koows it^ and is nev^r aagiy aho«l 
it. S^Q only tajkefi carp to remMro 
the IpViei: at the Uo^e when th^ friend 
is expected to come. The friend is 
an amiable man^ who xmites thf> 
graces of the body with the {xerf^Cr 
tions of the mind ; bjijit it is sviBir. 
cient for her^ tliat he posaessea tibe 
meanti of being useful to her. Ex? 
acting, interested^ seblom endepvoHiF* 
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ing to please bim who ii sniious 
to satisfy al! her inclinations, she 
reserves her favours and amiable qua- 
lities for him whom hei* heart has 
chosen. She shews towards him the 
greatest disinterestedness/ and even re- 
fuses to receive from him the slightest 
favour. 

These womeo cither become insen- 
sible, or love to madness. On the de- 
cline, they have a violent desire to 
marry. Those men who prefer for- 
tune to honour, marry them, and be- 
come contemptible. Those who marry 
them, arc generally a petty clerk, a 
middling painter, a tasteless architect, 
or a bad musician.

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From the haughty Lais, vfho fliet 
fibout at Long-Chatnp in a brilliant 
equipage (which were it not for her 
licentious presence we should suppose 
belonged to a young duchess) down to 
her who perii^es with cold at the corner 
of a street^ what a hierarchy in the same 
business! What distinctions, grada- 
tions, and various names^ and all to 
express one and the same thing ! A 
hundred thousand livres a year, or a 
piece of money for a quarter of an 
hour, cause these denominations, which 
mark only the gradations from splendid*^^ 
to indigent vice. 

We may place the courtesans 
between the women decently main- 
tained^ and the women of the town* 
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An aathor has very well defined 
them. " We should take them/' he 
says, *' for the females of courtiers; 
they have th« same vices, employ the 
«ame stratagems, and (he same means^ 
follow a business which is disagreeable 
enough^ have as much fatigue, are as 
imatiable ; in a word, perfectly resem- 
ble their conjunct males. They are, 
however^ of variom kinds.'*' 

They may be found, for instance^ 
among the dress -makers, whom seated 
at a counter^ in a row, you see through 
the windows. They arrange those 
baubles which fashion produces and 
varies. You look at them licentiously^ 
and they look at you freely. These 
shops^ are to be seen at every step*. 
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Adjoining a gaa&mitl)^ whiclr present* 
nothing but cairasses and swords^ you 
see only tufts of gauze^ feathers^ rib- 
bands^ flowers^ and women^s caps. 

These girls, chained to the counter, 
with the needle in their haads^ inces- 
santly east their eyes toward the street: 
no one passing escapes them. The 
part of the t^oQnter nearest the window^ 
is always sought as the most favour* 
able, because the nambers of men 
whot pass^ always present a cast of the 
^ye as aa homage. The girl is rejoiced 
at all the looks which are darteci at 
her^ and imagines she sees so many 
Ibveffs, The multitude of passengers 
vary, and augment hei* plei^ure and 
hdi cttirioaity. Thus the sedentery busi-

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of a very ftmusing device. You pass^ 
before a shop^ you observe^ arranged 
round a counter^ a number of milliners^ 
each more agreeable than the other. 
BrowOj fair, chesnut, and .even red; 
slight and pale girls for the sentimental^ 
chubby wenches for decayed rakes^ 
and plumpers, for the lovers of em hon 
point, who purchase them by the hun- 
dred weight. These priestesses of 
Venup all wear hats or bonnets^ to 
which are adapted ribbands of every 
colour, white, blue,red^ orange, &c.&c. 

A gentleman then enters modestiy^ 
saluting the lady of the house ; and 
casts a f scrutinizing look on all the 
pretty or ugly figures before him. If 
•he^ who has the blue ribband^ please* 
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hitii^ be says to the nii8tres8> '' Madam^ 
I wish to have a hat aviUi bloe rih^ 
baids/' She replies very politely^ 
" Sir^ Mralk up to the warehouse ;. or> 
if you choose, it shall be sent to you/' 
If he be a bachelor^ and wish to give 
an audience to an innocent milUner^s 
girl^ he replies ; " Well madani^ send 
me the blue b^t to-morrow morning^ ; 
my name is » , I live in the 

Rue Feydau/^ What is said is done, 
«nd next morning some one knocks 
at his door :. he opens ;. it is the blue 
ribband who comes to him. He may 
<hus^ pass in review^ all the nymphs 
who compose the show. 

The degrees which separate the 
women splendidly kept, from the gids 
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bf the tovnr, are mcalculafife. The 
most ntttncrons cluss^ perhaps^ is im- 
posed of those women who belong as 
much to the ft)rmer as to the latter ; 
but whom I^ nevertheless^ confound 
with these^ betense^ although they 
know how to save appearances witfc 
more avt> the means of sedtietiea 
are alSvajs the same*, and always un- 
resisted. 

You see at the play^ a woman whose 
decent appearance^ and composed air, 
seems to interdict all suspicion- of her 
virtue : she u» alone; orr accompanied 
by a waiting woman, of respertabfe 
appearance. You go into her box; 
the play presents^ a mesm ofi entering

I must not forget^ in my enumera*- 
tion^ the recluses of some great houses^ 
There are reckoned at Paris^ eight or 
(en establishments entirely distinct from 
#thers of the same kind. Scrupubua 
in the choice which they make of their 
boarders^ the governesses require that 
these shall be but little kaown^ and that 
they shall add to personal graces^ the 
amiable qualities of the mind. Wise 
Esculapians^ attached to the house> are 
entrusted to root out the thorns whieb 
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may sometimes be found in the midst 
of roses ; and every flower whose 
hloom should not accord with the 
general splendour^ is quickly burned 
from the eye. Into these temples^^ 
devoted to Yenus^ the faithful alone 
have the right of penetratiog> or of 
introducing new initiates^ whose ricb 
offering must announce their zeaL 
Hither often repair^ both the man of 
the closet, who would make relaxation 
succeed to labour^, and sometimes the 
statesman^ who woujd forget his gravity 
for a moment. It is even pretended^ 
(so much does criticism sometimes ap- 
proach to calumny)^ that such and 
such a respectable woman has been 
seen to go thither inco^ito with hejr 
lover. , -^

complete your chance of making 
money, you have a favourable. oppor- 
tunity of putting your capital out at 
interest, by lisnding it ta some pretty 
creature near you to try her luck witll. 
Blatchem^s time veas spent in a^ man- 
ner equally praise-worthy. Hie never 
returned to the hotel until about two*; 
then took three hours to diress, drove 
his fouf-in-hatid for one hour, played 
billiards until dinner, met me at that 
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tiiDje^ accompanied me in my round of 
vice, bui always left n^ safe at my 
hotel ; not always^ however^ without 
being plundered by sliarpers and pickr 
pockets. Of this set I shall now give 
a' brief account. 

The sharpers of every description^ 
spread over the different provinces, 
repair once in their lives to the capital^ 
a9 to the vast and great theatre where 
they are able to display all their talent, 
strike the greatest strokes^ and meet 
the greatest number of dupes. As 
they have studied tbe means of de^ 
ceiviiig credulity, they cleave to young 
people, who, in the age of the passions 
and of confidence, open a mind more 
docile to artificial insinuations. They 
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know that the eye must at first be 
struck lYith the appearance of opa- 
Jence ; and they do not neglect those 
semblances which may best impose. 

Attentive to serve the temper of 
different ranks> they caress indifferent- 
ly their prejudices ; they have no self- 
love; they are observed to change 
language according to the men whom 
they address.

they have k pleasahtty fvhkh bas m^ 
tiling bitter in it^ because rt is a part 
of their system to join the artifice of 
manners with the artifice of mind^ and 
because they want irothfng from the 
reputation, but only from the purse. 

One of them mixes among p1aye«» 
affures them by voluntary losses, and 
after having enticed^^ ruins Ihem^ by 
boM and meditated fraud. 

Another hir^s a fine hotel and beao- 
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tiful carriages, ingratiates himself with 
the merchant, passes at first witboiit 
difficulty, ftod afterwards counterfeits 
commissionft from foveign countries — a 
profi table practice I The merchants, of 
eours6> offer him all kinds of ^oods. 
He secretly sells the whole. They 
bring in their bills; seek for him; 
but he is no longer to be found. 
Another still boasti^ of gres^ credit, 
tb^wt real or fietitions letters, pro- 
mises em]^yinent9,. and borrows wder 
that pretence* 

A bj^poeritical cash -keeper at the 
postooffice> some years ago robbed 
the whole tawn. Every one test his 
money, and had no other satisfaction 
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than seeing him in an iron collar. 
Escaping from this coDar^ he has pur- 
chased, near Liege^ beautiful lands^ 
iivhere be lives as sovereign lord. A 
sharper^ formerly disgraced, gave him- 
self out as a foreign baron who car- 
ried on an immense commerce. He 
took lodgings in a celebrated hotels 
engaged clerks^ caused merchants to 
cooie to hiin> and appeared at first to 
disdain their offers; he wanted com- 
modities rare and more valuable. Next

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mal^e a rnQveraent favourable for their 
coup-de-iD^in^ and already the dex- 
terous and cunning thief has secured 
your snuff-bojn: or your watch, Vou 
may pefceive ii— yon- may cry out — 
h^ reaxain^ near you without testifying 
the Legist einotion. Tb^ wat<:h and the 
ko^ have ^Ire^dy passed into other 
)iand9; and the thief begins to inveigh 
V>udly agaio^t the UtUe safety that 
exists ia pj^bjio pla^s. Wben a domi- 
ciliary ¥isit was made to one of thos^ 
thiieyefi^ they found fifty -six watches, 
thirty sxiufF-bo^es, and twenty eye- 
glasses ; it was like a shop at a fair. 
lli^ carted for nothitig bj^t jewels, and 
left thfi ttefiliag of bajidfeerchiefs tp 
thps^ petty scoundiiels who. are tolerated 
^t fijcat, to b^ *n>9loyed W spic3 after- 
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wards. As for himself^ he was chief 
of a gang who acted without the 
slightest violence in the pits of play- 
houses, and particularly at the time 
of going out. Sometimes one of these 
pick-pockets commences running with 
all his mightj, meets you^ and precipt* 
tates himself into your arms ; you re* 
ceive him, with the laudable motive of 
not being thrown down by the shock. 
He makes a thousand excuses^ you 
answer him with politeness ; and dur- 
ing this rapid movement^ he has pulled 
out your watch^ and run off again.

The 
epedttlous borrower goes to an expense^ 
and prepares an excellent dinner. The 
diarper comes^ eats^ talks of business^ 
tellif him^ that on the next day at one 
o'clock he will bring the money^ takes 
his half a cup and his small glass, 
walks about the drawing-room, goes 
away, and never returns again. 

How many of the London vices are 
there at Paris ! A«d of how many 
was I unfortunately the dupe ! A life^ 
such as I ledj became enormously ex- 
pensive ; and I had just intended to 
sell out of the stocks, for the third 
time/ when I fell in with Mr, Surface^ 
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a money-lender^ who kindly exchanged 
^eceptances with me for a thousand

The AriiericaBs are not^ Mid Ckh' 
fonel what they used to- 
be. In the last campaigtiv I saw tiie 
ttnim|Nroved deficendants of our na«- 
tural friends^ and former foes.

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tary in appearance^ a lawyer in bi^ 
manners^ and moderate in his abiKties^ 
Blinded by national prejudice^ and ultra 
hostile to this country. He has^ how- 
ever^ the domestic virtues of bis pre- 
decessor^ and is an able pleader at the 
bar^ without, however, any towering 
eloquence, or striking talent The 
style of oratory in the House of Re- 
presentatives, is, indeed, intemperate

DHTerent as opinions are respecting: 
Madame de QenYnt herself^ there ]» but 
one "witii regard to her possession of 
genius. Nobody is better acquainted 
with huoiaii nature, and mth the 
world; and although Madame de Stael 
bas an exquisite refinement of ta«(e> ; 
a finished degance of expression} a 
superlative talent for describing the 
tender feelirigs, yet there is more o^ 
real life to be found in the novels o£ 
Madame d§ Genlis thun in those of Iter- 
conteinporary. 

Earl^ involved in. busy and eventful 
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9eene§j connected by her office of go* . 
verness to the Duke of Orfeanfs'ft chil- 
dren^ With public life^ and with the 
intrigues of the revolution ; attached to 
the bottfiehdd of the richestand most am-^ 
bitious^ though the weakest and bai(eftl 
prince in Europe^, her opportunities oC 
being a nea:r observer of various cha«^ 
racters in the awful but diversified 
drama of timt osra^ must ueeds have 
exceeded those of almost every other 
female. In consequence, none seems 
more closely to have watched tha^hUf^ 
maa mind ; no pencil can more truly 
describe the existence and the effect of 
the passions* In ridicule^ and in paint- 
ing the whimsical operations of the 
imagination, and the ludicrous events 
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of high life^ she is particutarly ^happy ;. 
but, in drawing crimes, the deprayity 
of the human heart, and the emotiona 
of a guilty breast, she is, perhaps, 
unique. 

She had, indeed, a leading picture 
before her, in the prince to whose 
family she belonged; and she had a 
frequent opportunity, during the Fren<?h 
revolution, of beholding powerful vil- 
lainy, sanguinary ambition, petty des- 
potism, jarring interests, and contend- 
ing parties. ^ 

Her first principles were those of 
violent republicanism; nor is it sup- 
posed, that the horrors and atrocitiod 
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which disgraced France at that period, 
and ^hich were the forerunners of 
twenty-seven years carnage and cala^- 
mity, have entirely cured her of those 
teiitime:nts. She, however, was^* forced 
to quit France, and emigrate to Get- 
Hiany, in consequence of the fall of 
the monster d'Orleans, who imbrued 
liis hands in his sovereign's and kins- 
man's blood; nor did she return till 
the accession of Buonaparte, 

Her works are voluminous : amongst 
the best ate, the Duchesse dc la Val- 
liere, Madame de Maintenori, Jane ' 
of Franee, Henri- le- Grand,' Miuie- 
moiselle de la Fayette,' the Petits 
Romans^ and the Souvenirs de Fe* 
ticia. 
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Her attachment to tlie hie I>tic 
d'Orleans bsfl never been satuafactoriljit 
accottoted for^ nor has the>inystery ^f the 
l>irth of Pamela^ afterwainls Lady Pit^- 
^erald^ ever been pJausibly explained. 
If Felicia bad given.us her real tendres 
souvenirs, they would assuredly liave 
proved ^ore interesting and romantic 
than those which appear in that work. 

Spewing of Pamda^ Afadaoie iSe 
^Geniia tiad.a great taste for noveU 
naming her tlives. There was a heau^ 
4iful English woman^ inrho assisted Ma- 
dame 4e«GenUsa;s3ame de compagni^ 
-land who went by the iaicfc-name of 
Evelina. She afterwards married a 
'jCount l*Airi>ardierj nephew and aide- 
de-camp to the General CottRt Rochanv- 
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%eau; and what is rather unfortHkiate, 
the amiable preceptress's pdpils alwHys 
.^bad a penchant for the tender passion.

Madame de Genlis has now retired 
jfrora the gay scenes of life^ and en- 
joys at ileast the otium^ if hot the 
iHgniias of a literary character. One 
.good quality she ever possessed— a 
well-rooted respect for ^-eligion. 



The Abb£ de LiUe, who has writte«^ 
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SO beautifully^ I'Homme des Champs^ 
les Jardins and la Viiie, who has so 
ablj translated the Georgics of Virgil 
and Milton's Paradise Lost^ and who baf 
published a large volame of fugitive 
poetry, is the natural son of a kvryer^ 
Clermont Ferrand. He was educated at 
a seminary of la Marche, on a pension5 
(settled upon him by his mother) of 
one hundred crowns per Annum. 
Thence he proceeded^ at an early age, 
to Paris, and embraced the clerical 
profession* Monsieur de Lille after- 
wards accompanied Monsieur de Choi- 
seul to Constantinople^ and viewed^ 
with a poet's eye/ the monuments of 
Greece, which he iias described so 
vividly in the journals of that day. 
He obtained his first church promotion 
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firom the Count d'Artois^ now Monsieur, 
vfho appointed him to the Abbey of 
St. Severin in Poitou, 

He waa so inofTensiYe, and so mucli 
a man of study and retirement^ that be 
remained unmolested in Paris during 
the reign of terror, and published an 
ode on the immorUiIity of the soul^ 
which pleased all parties. Apprehen- 
sive, however, that he might suffer by 
the unsettled state of the country, he 
quitted it in 1795, and traveled through 
Switzerland and Germany, He closed 
his journey with a visit to England, 
where he experienced the most liberal 
treatment, and obtained an extensive 
subscription to his poetical works, from 
the highest personages in the kingdom. 

▼ OL. II. K 
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whilst ia London, the Abbe, dis^ 
pensing with bis ¥0w of celibacy, mar* 
ried a lady who had long been the 
companion of bis travels. He returned 
afteFwards" to France^ and was^ in 1 805, 
intfodoced to tbe. emperor, who re- 
ceived him with marked approbatioiu 
Hift strongest attacbment, however, 
was to the present monarch, whose- 
virtnes be has celebrated in tuneful 
numbers, and to whom he appears 
entirely devoted. As he has never 
rseddled in politics, his weaUier-cockism 
is the less important ; nor did he, dur- 
ing any period of his Kfe, shew so 
strong an adherence to any titled in*- 
dividual as he has done to Louis XYIIL 

He is not without enemjes amongst 
i9^n of literature^ in France, and his 
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Cranslalibn of the iSneid wat severdy 
haudled. It cannot^ however be die^ 
puted^ that he »t the first pcifltoral poet 
of France, and tb^t no modern pel| 
I)as do beautifally described (in the 
French )angaage) the UBiple Md feel** 
ing detaik connected with rural weMrj^^ 
and witb a rural life* Voltttre, ^ ^ 
Tery early period of Monsieur de Ulfe**^ 
life^ pronounced him a poet of high 
promise^ and passed the highest e(i¥ 
comiums on hitti; and the Abbe's 
future works have warranted the bappj 
presage of that able author^ who^ to 
use a French expression, '^S'y con* 
nuifisatt bien/'

Senjamtn do. Coustaut Rebec^ the 
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author of many political works, is a"^ 
philosopher of the new school, and used 
to unite his endeavours with those of 
the late accomplished Madaoie de Stae1« 
pour le hien de l*humaniti.

•o fortunate with his govern nient at. 
we CQuU yvisb^apd his exertions during 
th^ hupdr^d days seem to have weighted 
80 ranch with hiA king^ that his. wiS 
never regain hU situation and jnfluencf 
in France. He was not, however^ thf 
friend of the usurper; limited mpr
